The house itself has mot been 
greatly altered strycturally since 
it was built.

The water 
supply for the house came from 
a sixty-five foot well in the door 
yard. It is no longer used. 

A vacant space which has been 
left among the peach trees between 
house and lake opens up a delight.

water. A path leads to the lake 
bank where a bench invites to rest 
and contemplation. No one seems 
to be quite sure why the small in- 
Jentation in the shoreline at this 
spot was named Smugglers’ Cove. 
An oak tree here was used as a 
lookout by scouts in the war of 
1812 who kept an eye on the move-

forture, or infirmity. properly care 
for him: 

(3) a child. born out of lawful 
wedlock. whose mother is unable 
to maintain or unfit to care proper- 
ly for him 

As indicated bove there are 13 
Causes of neglect and these are but 
3 few. However, thev do rhow very 
pointedly that ^ child living under 
such circumstances may be looked 
upon by the Children's Aid Society 

"neglected" child. 
When such a child is taken out 
of his home or away from his par- 
ent or.paremts it i» only on the 
understanding that the Children's 
Aid Society brings the child and | 
parents to the sttention of 
court. The Judge on hearing the 
evidence presented both by the So- | 
ciety and the parenta, determines | 
whether the child is neglected, 
within the meaning of the iaw or 
not. 
If the child is classed as neglect- 
ed by the court. then the Child- 
ren's Aid Society is called upon to 
act as legal guardian of the child 
amd must make proper provision 
for its welfare. 
For the most part, these child- 
ren are made what we call, Tem- 
porary Wards for a period of a few 
months up to a year, and during
